The Greeks Are Said to Unvc About 80,- 


OOO Regulara and 30,000 Irregular?, 
While the Turks Have 150,000 Well 
Equipped Troops, but tho Luttor Are 
Weak Iu Cavalry Forces. 
Constantinople, April 16.—For three 


days past the ministerial council has 
been in aesion at th-e Yil'd-izklosk. Ac- 
cording to one report the ministers 
liave falle'd to arrive at any decision, 
'but another accounit says the cooi-ndil 
has agreed upon a plan of campaign In 
the event of an outbreak of hostilities 
between Greece and Turkey, and that 
the -ministers also decided that, if a 
fresh frontier incident occurred Edihem 
Pasha, the Turkish commander-in- 
tfhlef, is to assume •the offensive. 


STRENGTH OF ARMIES. 


Turks Are Said to Huve More and Better 


Trained Troops. 


'Larissa, April 16.—In all the Greeks 


have about 80,000 regulars and some 
20,oOO irregulars on tlie-frontier, 
but 


they count a great deal on reinforce- 
ments to their armies through risings 
to Bpirus, Albania and Macedonia,. 


The Turks, on the other hand, have 


about 
150,000 good, well equipped 


troops in line. Of these 44 battalions 
are Rodifs raised in Rumelia, in all 
about 30,000 men, who are divided into 
two reserve divisions. 


At Monastir flying columns have 


been formed to watch the Servian fron- 
tier and all the supplies possible are 
being pushed forward to the three 
Turkish divisions at Elassona, Gre- 
vena and Janina. 


The Turks are weak in cavalry, hav- 


ing only about 8,000 mounted men in 
t'h-e frontier. They are, however, very 
strong in artillery and infantry. The 
transport corps is well organized. Field 
telegraphs have been laid between all 
Important points. 
Artesan wells have 


been bored at Elassona and the broken 
bridge's in Macedonia have been re- 
paired as much as possible. 


The Turkish forces at Salonica nave 


constructed a line of redoubts round 
the gulf, and down the Aegan coast to 
Katerina. Krupp and Armstrong guns 
have been mounted behind -those de- 
fenses and a line of 30 torpedoes has 
been Ir.id across the bay from Cape 
Kara. 


The discipline of the Turkish troops 


5s beyond praise. The Greeks, how- 
ever, are not in anything like the state 
of efficiency of tho Turks, although 
they may at present seem to be ani- 
mated by more warlike enthusiasm.

Connolley and Haldeman plat to the 
addition of the city. As it was, the 
last business meeting of the old board 
occasion was taken to gather up a few 
raveled ends of the matters that the old 
council did not think the new council 
could intelligently 
handle. 
In the 


course of the evning several little inci- 
dents occurred to add a spicy flavor to 
the proceedings. Messrs. Gims and 
Keller were the only members absent. 


After council had examined the plat 


of the proposed addition, Mr. Neill 
made a motion to accept it. Mr. Selby 
spoke against it. He thought it a hasty 
action to accept the plat until it had 
been examined a little further. 
He 


opposed any more narrow streets and 
declared his intention of voting no on 
the question if called up at that time. 
He made an amendment to Mr. Neill's 
motion to postpone action. 
Mr. Oonnolley explained. 
He declared- 


the matter had not been brought in 
hurry. He had been trying to solve 
the question tof an outlet for 
that 


property for. years. 
It waa getting 


worse every year and the property, as 
desirable as any in town, was eating 
itself up in taxes. 
The plat was 


offered to council merely for approval. 
It would not cost the city a cent to put 
the proposed street through. 
He had 


paid Mr. Heinisch $1,500 for property 
in order to provide an outlet. Seven 
lots in the addition had already been 
sold to Mr. Frowine and houses would 
be built on them, just as soon as the 
property was opened up. Union street 
would have cost the city §8,000, while 
this cost nothing. 'It was a question 
whether the city wanted to allow the 
property to remain a cow pasture or 
would let it be built np. 


Mr. Winter favored the acceptance of 


the plat. 
He did not like to vote for a 


thirty-foot street, but as the lots were 
already short he thought the present 
plan the best possible. 


Mr. Turley called Mr. Hnber ["to the 


oh air and made a few remarks opposing 
the acceptance of a plat which pro- 
vided for a thirty or forty foot street. 
At a later meeting he might vote yes. 


The question on the acceptance of 


the plat was put and carried. Messrs. 
Oalvin, Selby and Tnrley voted no. 


Mr. Huber brought up the question 


of settling a few little preliminaries in 
regard to the widening of Third street. 


Under a suspension of the rules, the 


matter waa brought np. Thei city solic- 
itor stated what steps he had taken to 
close up the matter and introduced a 
resolution asking council to confirm 
his action. 
He tried to explain* just 


what legal steps were necessary in the 
matter and how he had followed out 
instructions of council by carrying the 
matter of condemnation into probate 
court, where he had confessed judg- 
ment in the sum of §2,700, the amount 
bethought 
fixed 
upon by council. 


After some discussion the resolnton waa 
voted down, council thus censuring and 
refusing to confirm the action of the 
solicitor, 
It will be found later on 


that the solicitor was right in the 
action he had taken. 
Those who voted 


no on the resolution were Messrs. Ber- 
thold, Labold, Lynn, Neill, Winter 
and Turley. 


A motion was made to take rp the 


resolution for the opening of Second 
street, from Jackson to Thompson, laid 
on the table at a previous meeting. At 
this stage^of the game Mr. Huber made 
a motion to adjourn. 
The 
clerk 


waved some papers at the president. 
Mr. Hnber repeated his motion and got 
a second, but the president stated that 
there was another matter to be acted 
upon before council adjourned and he 
refused to entertain .the motion. Mr. 
Huber flared up in a moment. 


"Mr. President! I made a motion 


to adjourn. 
I don't want you to rule 


so Ozar-like. You shan't rule in such 
bombastic style." Pres. Turley never 
ruffled a feather. ' He proceeded with 
the other business as a man dumb to 
the demands of the house. The other 
members refused to protest. Mr. Huher 
would have his way. 
He put his mo- 


tion to himself. It carried, and, with 
his hat, overcoat and cane, he pro- 
ceeded to adjourn. 
He waited on the 


street for the balance of council to ad- 
journ, which it did in about five znin 
utes, after approving the bonds of 
May or-elect Glidden 
and

The many friends of Oapt. Ohria. 


Young were shocked and saddened tbia 
morning by the news of his death, 
which occurred at his residence on East 
Third street about half-past sis o'clock. 
Capt. Young's \illness was of short 
duration. He was down town Friday 
of last week and contracted a heavy 
cold. It settled on his lungs and de- 
veloped into a severe case of pneu- 
monia, and since last Sunday he has 
been hovering between life and death. 
He had been an invalid for many years, 
suffering from heart trouble, and so 
succumbed easily to the disease which 
ended his life. 


Chria G. Young was a life-long 


resident of Portsmouth. 
He was a son 


of the late Lewis Young, Sr., and was 
born in this city October 15tn, 1841. 
His father was at one time in the 
meat business, and later ran an ice 
cream and confectionary store. He re- 
sided in Portsmouth for half a century 
and was an honored citizen. In 1868, 
being then but seventeen years of age, 
Mr. Young accepted a clerkship on the 
Wheeling and Cincinnati packet, Bos- 
tona, with Cape. Wm. McClaiu, and 
was engaged as clerk and master of 
various packets until ho retired on ac- 
count of ill-health a few years ago. He 
was very successful and was one of the 
most popular river men on the Ohio. 
Among other boats Oapt. Young was 
clerk on the Wm. 3. Bagly with Capt. 
Hnghey 
Campbell, 
plying between 


Wheeling and 
Portsmouth. 
Later, 


with 
some friends, he bought the 


Misaissippi steamer, Paris 0. Brown, 
from a man named Reynolds. 
Mr. 


Xoung was master of this boat and 
run her in the Cincinnati-New Orleans 
trade. 
She caught fire and burned on 


the 
lower Mississippi a number of 


years ago. 
.The boat caught lire in 


mid-river and was all ablaze by the 
time the pilot had run her into the 
bank. 
Many of the passengers leaped 


overbard and' were drowned. Oapt. 
Young himself had a narrow escape. 
Alter this calamity Mr. Young came 
back to Portsmouth. In a short time 
he purchased the Rainbow and run her 
in the Cincinnati, Portsmouth and 
Wheeling trade for »short time. 
This 


boat met with the same fate as the 
Paris C. Brown. She caught fire at the 
Cincinnati wharf and burned to the 
water's edge. 
After this misfortune 


Capt. Young returned to his old home 
for good. His impaired health pre- 
vented him from again engaging in 
active business. 


On Nov. 19th, 1867, he married Miss 


Lizzie, daughter of Oapt. Wm. Olark, 
of 
Wheeling, W. Va. 
She survives. 


Ho was a member and faithful at- 
tendant of the 
First 
Presbyterian 


ohuroh. 
His devotion as husband, son 


and brother was known to all who 
knew him. 
His main thought always 


was of others. 
Their happiness was 


ever uppermost. 
The past four years 


have been spent in suffering, and his 
patience through it all has been re- 
markable. 
Death came as a sweet re- 


lease—when the sweet spirit fled to its 
Maker. •

agreed to—33 to IS. 


•Mr. Galinger (Rep., N. H.) moved to 


strike out the provision giving tribal 
relations to .the children <of a wflute 
father and Indian 
mother. 
He de- 


clarekJ tihat the provision would permit 
wh'Iite adventurers to marry the Indian 
women as a matter of speculation, and 
ultimately to dominate the Indian. Mr. 
Berry (Dem., Ark.) defended the pro- 
vision on the ground that It removed 
the penalty now placed on an Indian 
woman for marrying a white man. The 
motion to strike out did not prevail. 


Mr. Quay called attention to w*hat 'he 


termed a "deliberate attempt to rob the 
[nd:lans.'.' It dealt with the granting of 
certain oil rights on the Seneca Indian 
reservation <i>n New York. 


Mr. Quay's amendemnt striking out 


the ratification of the oil grants was ac- 
cepted. 


On motion of Mr. Gallinger the pro- 


Vision aa to children of a wh'ite father 
and I<ndi'an mother was mondificd so as 
Do eive these children tribal rights on 
the consent of a majority of tlhe tribe 
and the consent of the secretary o-f the 
Interior. 


Mr. Vest of Missouri spoke in criti- 


cism otf. the provision of the bill abol- 
Islhi'ng sectarian Ind'ian schools. He 
knew, he said, that what he said would 
subject 'him to bitter criticism. He was 
brought up a Protestant and toad no 
connection with the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


But he had no sympathy with that 


cowardly and ignorant sentiment that 
any religious denomination could men- 
ace our liberties. He had been reared 
to believe the Jesuits were opposed to 
republican institutions. 


But 'he -had traveled through the In- 


dian country, visiting the schools, and 
had found them a travesty on educa- 
tion except when conducted by the 
Jesuits. 
Broken down preachers and 


defunct politicians were sent ou-t to 
the western country to teach the In- 
dian children. He had found, he solid, 
that the only Indian schools accom- 
plisTilng any good was those conducted 
by the Jesufte. 


"I would infinitely rather see them 


Catholics than savages. I do not be- 
long to thut sect that would rather see 
sun Ind'ian damned than see 'him in the 
Catholic ohuroll." 


T'he Indian bill was not completed 


when at 5 o'clock the senate adjourned 
to Monday.
